Mary Shenkenberger says she 
has seen a drastic change in her 
Bow Creek neighborhood, located 
in the first police precinct, since 
Virginia Beach Police Chief 
Charles Wall implemented a Cit- 
izens Advisory Committee in 
each of the city's four precincts 
about a year ago. 

In a plan which allows direct 
interaction between precinct cap- 
tains, officers and neighborhood 
citizens, area residents learn more 
about the duties, procedures and 
responsibilities of Virginia Beach 
police officers. 

'The attitude of the police de- 
partment has changed 90 per- 
cent," said Shenkenberger, presi- 
dent of the first precinct Citizens 
Advisory Committee. "The po- 
lice are more friendly on the 
street, the attitude is fiiendlier." 
Shenkenberger also said she and 
her neighbors feel much safer in 
what was once considered a "bad 
area" to live. 

Despite reports of "low 
morale" in the police department.

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Schools' needs, 
versus ability 
to pay debated

To some of the school people, 
the city budget director sounded like 
doom and gloom. 

Of the four scenarios on the 
Capital Improvement Program 
budget presented by Budget E>irector 
Dean Block recently, none con- 
tained much good news. 

Even the scenario of which the 
city approved, the School Board's 
budget request of $215.9 million 
carried with it a tax impact of 26 to 
28 cents, including both debt ser- 
vice and other costs related to oper- 
ating new facilities. 

School budget director Mordecai 
Jones said Block always presents 
the most pessimistic outlook. 

Claudette Thomure, Virginia 
Beach Education Association 
executive director, also remarked 
that she was concerned that "we al- 
ways have to hear about the worst 
case." 

At a recent joint meeting of the 
School Board and City Council, the 
capital needs of the school system 
were measured against the city's ca- 
pacity to finance them. 

Whether or not new 
schools are built, 
superintendent of 
schools, Sidney L. 
Faucette, pointed 

out, students in in- 
crefsing numbers 
will be there and 

they will h ave to be 
housed. 

But whether or not the new 
schools will be built, superinten- 
dent of schools, Sidney L. Faucette, 
pointed out, that students in in- 
creasing numbers will be there and 
they will have to be housed, if not 
in permanent buildings, in portable 
classrooms. The money for these 
classrooms may not come out of 
the capital budget, but the operating 
budget, but it's still the taxpayers' 
money. Also, teachers will have to 
be hired for the students, he said. 

Block reported that the city 
anticipated slow natural revenue 
growth over the next few years. 

He said that from the mid-70s to 
the early '80s it was common for 
the tax base to grow at a rate ex- 
ceeding 10 percent a yem. But this 
year the lax base has not increased 
at ail, and the city anticipates the 
tax base to increase by no more 
than three percent in the next five 
or six years. The proposed capital 
program includes projects through 

1998.

Doctor pleads 
not guilty to 
contributing

Dr. Sidney S. Loxley, a Great 
Bridg eresidentac cused of two counts 
of contributing 
to the delin- 
quency of a mi- 
nor, pleaded not 
guilty on Tues- 
day to having 
sex with a 17- 
year-old girl. 
The girl, how- 
ever, admitted 
to having sex with Loxley on April 
22, 1992. 

Loxley, 50, arrived at court ac- 
companied by three bodyguards and 
his son. Loxley, who is married, has 
medical offices in Virginia Beach on 
Independence Boulevard and Chesa- 
peake on Battlefield Boulevard. 

A Great Bridge man swore out a 
wammt for Loxley's arrest, accusing

him of having an affair with his 
teenage daughter, also a Chesapeake 
resident. 

According to the girl's mother, 
Loxley, a former friend and physi- 
cian of the accuser's family, began 
spending more lime at the house when 
the daughter became sick. 

On April 22, Loxley and the girl 
were videotaped at 1 p.m. going into 
the Comfort Suites Inn in Chesa- 
peake. Gary Ansell, a private investi- 
gator, testified that Loxley answered 
the hotel door for towels, wearing 
nothing but his glasses. 

The mother warned Loxley to stay 
away from her daughter on May 4, 
1992, but, "He (Loxley) told me, 
'I'm in love with your daughter, and 
she's in love with me' . . . (and he 
said), 'There isn't a blank thing you 
can do to slop me.' " 

The girl also testified that she was 
in love with Loxley, and he was in 
love with her. 

If convicted, the charge carries a 
penally of up to one year in jail, 
$25,(X)0 fine, or both. The proceed- 
ings were still underway at deadline.

The adopt-a-spot/street programs 
are in cooperation with the Virginia 
Department of Waste Management 
The adq)t-a-waterway program is 
die most recent addition to the 
adopt-a-programs and is coordi- 
nated by tiie Department of Public 
Works, Highway Division. 

Since the implementation of the 
adopt-a-programs, citiizen response 
has been impressive. Requests for

adoptions have, at times, out- 
stripped the "supply" as in the 
adopt-a-beach program, where the 
entire city's coastiine has been tri- 
adopted.

During the past three 
quarters, 6,384 volunteers have 
contributed 7,649 hours for a total 
value of $49,719 to tiie city of 
Virginia Beach. 

These volunteo* programs 
address a very important need by 
helping raise die awareness of the 
litter and aesthetic issues for our 
city. The monetary value that these 
volunteers donate to the city 
through their scheduled clean-ups 
is far outstripped by die educational 
value tiiat these adoptions provide.

Virginia Beach teachers are keenly 
aware tiiat Bill Clinton recentiy re- 
ceived tiie strongest endorsement a 
presidentail candidate has ever re- 
ceived from tiie National Education 
Association. As chair of VBEA's 
political action committee, I have 
received calls from boUi teachers and 
parents asking for justification for 
die endorsement. I think we must 
begin by looking at tiie record of our 
incumbent president. 

Early in his I988campaign,candi- 
date George Bush pledged to be tiie 
"Education President". In 1989, he 
called togetiier tiie nation's gover- 
nors to discuss education needs and 
consider strategies. The following 
year he endorsed six ambitious na- 
tional education goals adc^ted by the 
governors. In 1991 , he unvehed tiie 
America 2000 campaign to generate 
entiiusiasm for die goals in vark)us 
states and communities around the 
nation.

President Bush has con- 

sistentiy advocated cutting and redis- 
tributing resources for federal pro- 
grams tiiat advance his own national 
education goals, including education, 
nutrition and healtii care. He has 
proposed a spending level for the 
U.S. Department of Education tiiat 
was less than the amount needed to 
keep pace witii inflation and enroll- 
ment increases for each of tiie past 
tiirce years. The Bush administration 
has proposed deep cuts in general aid 
programs, such as impact aid, and the 
total elimination of grants for educa- 
tional technology, some categories 
of postsecondary student aid, and aid 
to public lilsaries. 

President Bush has publicly op- 
posed federal funds to reduce class 
size and opposed legislation to estab- 
lish developmental and school-based 
child care. The Bush adminisu-ation 
opposed program improvement pro- 
visions of the Head Start 
reauthorization and recommended 
cuts in school lunch and child nutri- 
tion programs.

Motor carrier unit 
issued 524 citations 
for unlawful vehicles 

The city of Virginia Beach Per- 
mits and Inspections Department 
and the Virginia Beach Police De- 
partment has announced the results 
of their Motor Carrier Unit 

In a cooperative effort between 
' *1he two departments, the unit iden- 
tifies and removes overweight and 
unsafe commercial vehicles from 
Virginia Beach highways. 

The motor carrier unit issued 524 
citations for overweight vehicles 
traveling through Virginia Beach 
from September 1991 through June 
1992. Of the summons issued, liq- 
uidated damages totaUng $380,651 
were assessed against the violators. 

During this period, the unit con- 
ducted 177 U.S. Department of 
Transportation Motor Carrier Safety 
inspections. Fifty-six of these 
vehicles were put out of service 
immediately because of safety vio- 
lations. Of the 177 inspections 
conducted, only 12 vehicles were 
found to be in full compliance with 
Motor Carrier Safety regulations. 
These vehicles are issued a Com- 
mercial Vehicle Safety Alliance 
sticker. When affixed to the wind- 
shield of the vehicle die sticker in- 
dicates to the Motor Carrier Safety 
Inspection officer that the vehicle is 
in full compliance with Federal 
Motor Carrier Safely Regulations. 
These vehicles do not require any 
additional inspection for a period of 
90 days. 



The Motor Carrier Unit conducts 
safety inspections and weighs 
commercial vehicles in an effort to 
make the highways in Virginia 
Beach safe and to enforce weight- 
restricted bridge regulations 
throughout the city. 

The Permits and Inspections' 
participation is supervised by 
Robert R. Loher. The police 
participation is assigned to Special 
Operations and is supervised by 
Sergeant M.T. Chiarizia.

of debt it can incur in three ways - 
the charter bond limit, the 
constitutional limit and practical 
limits - that is, the ability of the 
city to pay. 

Block said that the city is lump- 
ing up against practical limits luid 
"is concerned with what we can to 
afford to issue." 

The School Board has submitted 
a request of $215.9 million, a 
$30.3 million increase over the re- 
quest made in last year's update of 
tlie flve-year budget. Included are 
requests for Hve new schools, addi- 
tions at existing schools and con- 
versions and modernizations at 
other facilities. The school system 
expects a enrollment to grow by 
approximately 2.5 percent a year. 

The program would allow the 
schools to eliminate 256 portables 
by 1998, although 82 would remain 
at the middle and high schools; to 
reduce class size (22 to 1 for grades 
k-3 - 20 to 21 for disadvantaged; 25 
to 1 for grades 4 to 12 - 22 to 1 for 
disadvantaged); provide %parate art 
and music classrooms and provide 
gifted program classrooms. 

The full impact of the program 
would represent 26 to 28 cents in 
the real estate tax rate. 
. If the school request is fully 
funded and other city programs re- 
main what they are in the current 
coital budget, the capital budget 
would increase from $429,332,843 
to $459,637,270, requiring a tax 
rate increase of nine to 1 1 cents to 
cover debt service costs with an ad- 
ditional tax increase to cover 
operating costs. The city also 
would exceed its per capita debt 
limit. 

That is one scenario. 

The other three scenarios show no 
change in the school or any other 
city capital program - reduced 
spending in most categories, 
including schools, for a budget 
low» than the current budget, and 
for a reduced spending in all cate- 
gories except for stormwater, resort 
area and coastal management pro- 
grams for an overall deci^ase in the 
budget of 45.4 percent. Tlie last 
scenario is the only one which will 
not necessitate a tax increase for 
debt service. But an additional tax 
increase still will be needed to cover 
operating costs. 

Dean emphasized that none of the 
scenarios is being recommended by 
the city. 

Faucette also explained that the 
school system plans to add to 
existing schools when possible be- 
cause Editions are more economical 
than new school buildings, but will 
try to keep the size of schools down 
so that eiementary schools would 
have no more than 900 students, 
middle schools no more than 1,600 
students and high schools no more 
than 2,200 students. 

In answer to a question from 
School Board member Louisa 
Strawhom, Block said that the type 
of funding used to finance the pro- 
jects doesn't matter. It would still 
impact the city's debt limits. 

Strawhom suggested that while 
there might be some savings with 
the short-term scenarios, in the 
long term programs would lower 
the tax base possibly by discourag- 
ing people from coming here to 
live. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said that any future salary 
increases will compound the burden 
on the taxpayers. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
pointed out that in May the city 
discussed the impact of salary in- 
creases on the tax rate. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that if the buildings are 
built now, the costs might be 25 to 
40 percent lower. He also asked 
about the negative aspects of largo' 
school buildings. 

Faucett said that the ideal is 300 



for an elementary, 500 to 600 for 
an intermediate school and 700 for a 
high school. He said that one 
school that is too big is Glenwood. 
A large school tends to be less per- 
sonal which interferes with value 
shaping, he said. The schools will 
try to make up f(v that by breaking 
up the school into smaller units, 
but he said, a great deal has to do 
with the leadership of a school. 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
suggested looking at "how we 
schedule schools." He said that he 
went to school when the city had 
double shifts. He said that the city's 
customers can't afford more ex- 
pense. He said that the city "owes it 
to the public to say we have alter- 
natives." 

Board Chairman Samuel Medcins 
said that the board has looked at 
options, such as year-round 



schools. He said that maybe the 
schools and the city have different 
customer. "Our real custonjcrs arc 
students." 

Board member Gerald G. Gibbs 
said that the public indicated it 
never again wanted shifts. 

Since most of the school capital 
spending has been approved by 
public referendums, Meekins asked 
what portion of the charter bonds. 
which can be sold without refoen- 
dums, has gone to schools. 

Dean said that a portion of the 
charter bonds have gone to schools, 
but that schools have had a greater 
need. 

Councilmember Louis R. Jones 
added that because the city has the 
authority to issue $40 million a 
year in charter bonds, that does not 
mean that it will issue bonds up to 
the limit. 



New VBEA president urges 
the schools, community to work 
through its "turbulent times" 
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she said. "They've been supportive. 
I think our residents think their 
children are getting a good educa- 
tion when they send their children 
to Virginia Beach schools." 

But Guthrie hopes to make edu- 
cation better. One aspect she sees 
as a weakness, is a lack of attention 
on all children, rather than one spe- 
cific groiq). 

"We did not focus on our entire 
population," she said. "We focused 
more on one part of our standard 
population than any of the others, 
and now we're taking a broader look 
at the population and vision." 

To help students in a broader 
spectrum, Guthrie thinks the vision 
should be on both teachers and 
ftunilies. 

'That vision involves parent- 
teacher involvement, and that vi- 
sion involves professional teachers 
in a role of professional educates." 

Rather than simply being a 
teacher in the building, Guthrie 
wants teachers to Jbe seen as 
"professionals in the field who have 
valid input to the instructional pro- 
cess." 

As the teacher is viewed more as 
a professional, Guthrie hopes to see 
even more community involvement 
and "communities having more 
ownership in improving the 
schools. 

"If our schools improve, it helps 
all the industries in the city - 
hospitals, restaurants - they all im- 
prove when you heighten the 
school system," said Guthrie. 

With a better educa- 
tional system, she said, 
more people want to move to the 
area to said their children to better 
schools. A second benefit would be 
industries wanting to hire more 
graduates of the Virginia Beach 
school system. 

As an end result, Guthrie said, 
children will have a "heightened 



sense ot pride of being a student in 
Virginia Beach public schools." 

This fall, there are many new 
test-pilot programs being imple- 
mented in various schools. Because 
it is a large system, Guthrie said 
the programs should be underway in 
all schools within three years. 

These programs involve site- 
based decisionmaking by parents 
and teachers. 

"It's parents making decisions of 
what they like to see, and teachers 
giving input as to what they want 
to see from parents," said Guthrie. 
"Everybody's throwing their hat 
into the ring, and saying '1 want to 
be a pan of what's going on in the 
schools.' " 

As pan of the vision, Guthrie 
hopes to see the VBEA become 
more a part in education. 

"I think there are a lot of peq)le 
who don't know what we are," ^e 
said. 

Guthrie described VBEA as a 
professional organization for teach- 
ers, with about 3,200 members. 

"A lot of people think we're just 
a union," she said. "We seryc a 
broader base than just negotiating 
contracts. We have many opportu- 
nities for educational instruction." 

According to Guthrie, programs 
include a state-wide community re- 
lations campaign on improving lit- 
eracy and conducting local confer- 
ences on various issues, such as 
middle school implementation. 

Guthrie said tlut as VBEA presi- 
dent, she will enjoy serving her 
two-year term, but will miss work- 
ing as Fairfield Elementary 
School's librarian. 

"I will miss it," she said. "I'll 
feel funny in September when ev- 
erybody's going back to school and 
I'm not." 

But what does Guthrie have to 
offer as newly elected VBEA presi- 
dent, taking Cheryl Tokac's place? 

"I think I have some skills and 
some expertise to add to tiiis posi- 
tion," said Gutiu-ie. "I didn't wait 
this opportunity to slip by."

Hotaling. "If you need them to 
stop, they stop. Their presence 
alone says to me, and their pres- 
ence alone says to other people - 
criminals, take a hike." 

Hotaling said that as a direct 
result of meeting with third 
precinct officers, people under- 
stand procedures better, and work 
better with the police department 
to make it a safer community. 

"I feel like I can call the cap- 
tain of the precinct and get direct 
results," said Hotaling. "I feci 
like as a citizen, I have more 
power than I ever knew I had. In 
the sense of a group, not as a 
citizen individual, I feel like I can 
get what I want courteously in 
services." 

In each precinct, the monthly 
meetings between residents and 
precinct captains provide an ex- 
change of information. The cap- 
tains, or a lieutenant representing 
a captain in his absence, tell citi- 
zens about specific cases in vari- 
ous neighborhoods on which the 
officers are working. 

The first precinct covers the 
southeastern tip of Virginia 
Beach, extending along the 
oceanfront to the North Carolina 
border. The second precinct 
stretches along the northeastern 
sections of Virginia Beach along 
the oceanfront, around the tip of 
Fort Story. The third precinct 
borders the Chesapeake Bay and 
the city of Norfolk in the north- 
western section of Virginia 
Beach. The fourth precinct covers 
the remaining portions of the 
midwestem region of Virginia 
Beach. 

Each precinct has its own 
Citizens Advisory Committee, 



which meets in that area once a 
month. 

For example, if there is 
a break-in on a street, citizens are 
given suspect descriptions and 
told what to do if they have any 
information to help solve the 
case. 

In return, residents may ask 
questions about police procedures 
which are answered immediately 
if possible, or at the next meet- 
ing, if necessary. 

Citizens are also invited to 
participate in ride-a-long pro- 
grams. 

At the third precinct, the police 
department arranged a U-olley lour 
of the entire precinct, including 
stops within several neighbor- 
hoods. At each stop, officers ex- 
plained problems and improve- 
ments in the area, so citizens 
could get a better idea of what 
happens in their precinct. 

Hotaling said this allows her 
neighbors to be better informed 
and feel better about the commu- 
nity. She also said negative 
publicity regarding "low morale" 
and other alleged department 
problems are not a factor in her 
precinct, but residents will "do 
whatever it takes" to let officers 
know they stand behind them. 

"If there's anything to make 
our policemen feel better about 
themselves, whether it's telling 
them they're doing a good job, or 
bringing cookies to the precinct . 
. . we want the officers to know 
we want to work with them to 
make them feel better." 

In the first precinct, Shenken- 
bergcr said several projects with 
the police department and its 
residents have made everyone feel 
better about the community. 

The first precinct open house 
was held on Mother's Day. 
Shenkenberger said there was a

good public response, which 
reinforced the motto of the Citi- 
zens Advisory Committee: "We 
bring the people to the police and 
the police to the people." 

Other activities included the 
community providing three com- 
plete Thanksgiving dinners for 
underprivileged families in the 
area, which were delivered by po- 
lice officers. 

"At Christmas time, we had a 
toy drive, and the police delivered 
them and turkeys to the people," 
said Shenkenberger. 

In Scarborough Square, a high 
crime area, police officers and 
residents recently gathered to- 
gether for an anti-crime protect. 
Boy Scouts, police officers and 
neighborhood residents picked up 



litter and discussed ways to im^ 
prove the neighborhood. 

Shenkenberger said the officers 
have been more than willing to 
work with the citizens. 

"As soon as they found out 
who we are and what we arc do- 
ing and we're not out to hurt 
them . . .," said Shenkenberger. 
"I think theyirc great. I would 
stand up for them anytime."

Putting the beach in Virginia Beach 



In a general sense, Virginia Beach's southon resort l)each, from Rudee Inlet to about the Cavalier Hotel 
at 42nd Street, is pretty stable. The public beach north to Fan Story is getting wider. 

This availability of clean sand is made possible through the Beach's Restoration and Maintenance Pro- 
gram, which adds to the city's constantly eroding resort coastline, between 300,000 and 400,000 cubic 
yards of sand a year, said Phillip Roehrs, coastal engineer, Virginia Beach Department of Public Works. 



The program spends between $850,000 to $1 million annually on sand replenishment, although from 
that total other expenses are also paid, Roehrs said. The imported sand comes from such sources as bor- 
row pits and drcdgmg. The new sand is added to the beach each year during March and April. 

The city has been renourishing its beaches since 1951, Roehrs said.

In his introduciimi, written 
almost 30 years ago, Harris seems 
to be describing the nation in 1992 
instead of 1964. "America has 
been faced with a frusuating 
multiplicity of prol)lems that could 
be neither easily luiderstood nor 
simply solved, so politicians, as a 
groiq), have tended to be mere 
pious and less witty." 

The candidates slwuld have 
learned by now that we do not like 
long, dull speeches or s^mons. 
Our attention span is not what it 
once was. We want to remind all 
candidates that "Brevity is the soul 
of wit!" 

Although we r^lize there will 
always be disagreements in a 
political campaign, wc just don't 
like heated w vicious arguments. 



Obviously, a political election 
involves controversy, but we 
expect the candidates to display 
civility. Tlie basic argument should 
be about their conflicting ideas on 
what government should be and 
do, not over personalities. 

Wit could be used effectively for 
both explaining these ideas and 
gently attacking the opponent's. 
"Real wit, like real poetry, 
sometimes goes clearly to the heart 
of the matter and concisely 
presents real issues." 

On the subject of 

presidents, Harris gave this clever 
example. Former Republican 
Senator Kenneth Keating of New 
York reportedly said, "Roosevelt 
proved a man could be president 
fw life; Truman proved anybody 
could be |»«sident; and 
Eisenhower provoJ you don't need 
to have a president."

Gewgia once said, 'The Demo- 
cratic Party is like a mule without 
pride of ancesuy or hope of 
posterity." Senator Anselm J. 
McLaurin of Mississippi countered 
with, "The basic principle that will 
ultimately get the Republican Party 
together is the cohesive power of 
public pluncfcr." Seems he antici- 
pated the S&L pillage! 

There was wit in a recent letter 
to the editor in a Norfolk-based 
newspaper. The writer lamented 
the fact that the presidential race 
was down to two candidates, and 
commented he would not have to 
decide who was the devil and who 
was the cfcep blue sea. The Wall 
Street Journal coined witty new 
terms to describe the two parties as 
they now exist: Remocrat and 
Dupublican! 

Today, few subjects are taboo, 
but Harris stated that most Ameri- 
Cdii politicians of his time scrupu- 
lously avoided jokes on religion.

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Council travel expenses debated i pumc nohc* i

An attempt by Councilmember 
John D. Moss to place more 
restrictions on reimbursement for 
travel by council members recently 
failed, following a spirited debate 
among the council members. 

Moss found an unlikely cham- 
pion, Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne, who said it was one of 
the few times he agreed with Moss 
- but with mixed emotions. The 
ordinance proposed by Moss wasn't 
strong enough, he said. 

And new Councilmember Lin- 
wood Branch found his role as 
peacemaker less than peaceful when 
his suggested that both the Moss 
ordinance and the substitute ordi- 
nance with Lanteigne's changes 
both be withdrawn. 

Other council members figured 
the city's travel policies had not 
been abused so why change them? 



Moss, as noted in the whereases 
in the proposed ordinance, said that 
because of the economic climate 
council should share the responsi- 
bility of cutting expenses with 
other departments, programs and 
individuals. He also said that this 
ordinance merely restores the travel 
policies to what they were when 
council accepted a salary increase 
for members, with the understand- 
ing that they would take on mat of 
the costs associated with a being a 
council member. 

The Moss ordinance would have 
reimbursed councilmembers for in- 
city and out-of-city travel expenses 
only when authorized by City 
Council. It also exempted the 
mayor. 

Lanteigne would have included 
the mayor. 

Lanteigne's motion lost by a vote 
of 3-8 with Lanteigne, Oberodorf 
and Councilmember James W. Bra- 
zier, Jr., voting in favw.

Perhaps 1 or 1 5 years ago the city 
of Virginia Beach was relatively un- 
touched by the problems of the larger 
cities. Relatively few of our citizens 
do not recognize that we face many 
of the same challenges today. As I 
have worked for public education in 
the poUtical arena I am frequently 
suri»ised when people ask, "Arc these 
really the types of problems that can 
be cured by throwing more money at 
them?" 

I recently heard a veteran teacher, 
Jonathon Kozol (author of Savage 
Inequalities), speak to this very ques- 
tion. I'd like to share some erf' his 
remarks with you: 

"I always think that's an extraordi- 
nary question, as though it were bi- 
zarre to suggest that money might be 
the answer to poverty, as though it 
were an odd idea that it would take 
real money to put a new roof on that 
high school in the Bronx, and to get 
the sewage out of EastSt. Louis High, 
as though it were bizarre diat it would 
take real money to And, recruit and 
keep the finest teachers in die schools 
that serve the poorest children, as 
though it were bizarre to suggest that 
teachers deserve to be sunounded 
with the same physical dipities in 
every detail of their life as college 
professors or senators or presidents. 
"It is an odd idea to think that IBM 
and Apply might want real money for 
their computers? But that's the ques- 
tion I hear every time. And they love 
that word 'throwing'. They always 
say 'throwing.' " 

"They never speak of 'throwing* 
money at the Pentagon. No, they 
'allocate' money for the Pentagon. 
They 'throw' money at anything that 
has to do widi human pain. 

"1 don't flineh. I look them right in 
the eyes, and I say, 'Sure,' I say 
'That's a great way to do it Throw it. 
Drop it from a helicopter. Put it in my 
pocket. I'll bring it there myself. It's 
a great solution.' 

"Some day, some day, I hope not 
too long from now, when Bill is in 
the White House and when we have a 
very different education secretary, I 
have this strange idea. Just as an 
experiment, maybe for four years, 
why don't we throw money at die 
Pentagon, and allocate funds to make 
America a democratic land."

Loxley outonbail; 
new court date set

Sidney S. Loxley was recently 
convicted on two misdemeanor 
counts of contributing to the dettn- 
quencyofaminor. 

Loxley, a Great Bridge resident 
with orthopedic practices on Battle- 
field Boulevard in Great Bridge and 
Independence Boulevard in Virginia 
Beach, was found guilty on the 
charges last week in Chesapeake 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court after a 17-year-old Great 
Bridge resident testified to having a 
sexual relationship with the sur- 
geon. 

Loxley, who is married, was 
sentenced the maximum, 12 
months in jail and a $2,500 fine for 
court, totalling $5,000 in fines 
with all but 90 days suspended by 
Judge Paul Crider, Jr. 

Loxley's lawyer appealed the case 
to Circuit Court. A new trial date 
has been set for mid-September. 
Loxley is currently out on a 
$25,000 bond. 

The day of the trial, Loxley 
waited in the upstairs court house 
lobby, surrounded by three body- 
guards and his son, protecting him 
from being approached by anyone 
with a camera. 

The plaintiff and her parents 
waited on the opposite side of the 
lobby. 

Once the case was called and 
court was in session, Loxley 
pleaded not guilty to two counts of 
contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor: once on July 25 and once 
on April 22. 

The plaintiffs were rq)resented by 
Deputy Commonwealth's Attorney 
Larry Willis. 

The girl's mother testified that 
the doctor was a close family friend,

and had treated the father 13 years 
ago. 

He began treating the daughter at 
age 1 1 , and last fall began spending 
more time with the girl's family, 
because he said he had little contact 
with his own children. 

About the time the girl had knee 
surgery in January, she said, she

and Loxley professed their growing 
feelings for each other in his office.

would call the house every morning 
at 7:30, then have lunch and dinner 
with the family, returning to their 
home after appointments and church 
meetings. "You have to under- 
stand, we loved this man very 
much," said the mother. 

But in late April, the mother 
asked Loxley to stop visiting so 
often, because he was "disrupting 
the family." 

In early May, Loxley spoke to 
the girl's mother on the phone. 
When she told him to leave the 
family alone, he responded with 
"I'm in love with your daughter. 
She's in love with me . . . there 
isn't a blank thing you can do to 
stop me," the giri's mother testi- 
fied. 

Not long after, the girl moved 
into her grandparents' house, about 
150 feet away. 

On April 22, Loxley's 50th

clean towels, wearing nothing, ex- 
cept his glasses. 

The giri testified to having sex 
with Loxley on that day, saying she 
was in love with him, and that she 
believed he loved her also. 

"In my eyes he was perfect," she 
said. "He was everything 1 ever 
wanted." 

But after Loxley's arrest, the girl 
decided to testify in the trial. 

She said her reason for coming 
forward was because she did not 
want him to hurt others as he had 
hurt her. The girl said she had 
caught him in a number of lies, in- 



cluding one that he had never had 
other relationships during his mar- 
riage. 

"He told me that he loved me," 
she said, in a tearful testimony. 
"He may have loved me, but he lied 
... I asked him if he had relation- 
ships with other people and he lied. 
He said that he was ncverlnvolved 
with anyone, and he was never in- 
volved with another teenager. That 
was a lie." 

When asked why she testified 
against him in court, the giri ex- 
plained he told her "no one could 
touch him," and she wanted to 
prove him wrong, and didn't want 
him to keep hurting people. 

Crider found Loxley guilty, say- 
ing Loxley's professional duties of 
a doctor-patient relationship were 
not honored, and that he may not 
have any contact with the girl or 
her family. 

Willis said that any time a mis- 
demeanor case is U-ied in Juvenile 
and Domestic Distfict Relations 
Court, it can be appealed to Circuit 
Court. 

Willis said that, as of late last 
week, there was no new evidence 
introduced in the case, and he plans 
to handle the appeal on behalf of 
the state.

For children going to school for the first time, this is a dra- 
matic change. Even for children accustomed to daycare, school 
can be scary. 

This is the beginning of many years of education. Most small 
children consider themselves "big kids" when it's time for them 
to start going to school. 

This is a good time for litde ones to leam the basics of a good 
education: listening in class, doing homework and class 
participation. When encouraged at home, children can leam to 
like school at an early age. This should benefit them in years to 
come, when classes are harder and require more study and ef- 
fort. 

For older students, returning to school may not be as much 
of an adventure.

telq)honing and visiting schools 
more frequently. 

The report notes that effots that 
work well for middle-class families 
may not work in low-income 
schools. At-risk parents genoally 
will not take the initiative to attend 
open houses, parent-teacher 
conferences or volunteer programs. 

Part of the reason for this, says 
Liontos, is that parmts may be 
reluctant to participate in school 
activities because they have bad 
memories of their own schooling, 
are embarrassed about their child's 
behaviw, or feel inadequate about 
their ability to take part in their 
child's education, bi addition, 
many parents' wcHk schedules 
conflict with times teachers want to 
meet. 

In order for at-risk parent 
involvement programs to wwk, 
Liontos says, parents and teachers 
have to stop being suspicious of 
each other. 'Terceptions about the 
'other side' being uncaring only 
heighten the distance between 
parents and teachers. Such images 
can lead to an unproductive, 
escalating cycle of mutual blame." 



At-risk parents generally will not take the

teacher conferences or volunteer programs. 



Involving parents in school 
activities can be difficult if we are 
not willing to be more flexible. 
Parents cannot always leave their 
work sites to attend school activi- 
ties that are scheduled during the 
regular school day. In Involving 
the Families ofAt-Risk Youth in the 
Educational Process, the author 
attempts to offer some suggestions 
that might help change this. 

"A school in New Orleans that 
enrolls low-income, minority 
students requires that parents pick 
up their children's report cards. 
But two months after report cards 
came out, 70 percent of them still 
haven't been claimed. Teachers 
assume that parents just don't 
care." 

Actually, parents do care - many 
of them just feel insecure in their 
abilities and need schools to reach 
out to them. If schools would 
instruct parents on how to help 
their children succeed in school and 
would create in-school programs 
that use parents' skills, author Lynn 
Balster Liontos predicts that 
parents would take the initiative in

telephoning and visiting schools 
more frequently. 

The report notes that efforts that 
work well for middle-class families 
may not work in low-income 
schools. At-risk parents generally 
will not take the initiative to attend 
open houses, parent-teacher 
conferences or volunteer programs. 

Part of the reason for this, says 
Liontos, is that parents may be 
reluctant to participate in school 
activities because they have bad 
memories of their own schooling, 
are embarrassed about their child's 
behavior, or feel inmlequate about 
their ability to take part in their 
child's education, bi addition, 
many parents' work schedules 
conflict with times teachers want to 
meet. 

In onto' fot at-risk parent 
involvement programs to work, 
Liontos says, parents and teachers 
have to stop being suspicious of 
each other. "Perceptions about the 
'other side' being uncaring only 
heighten the distance between 
parents and teachers. Such images 
can lead to an unproductive, 
escalating cycle of mutual blame."

Involving parents in school 
activities can be difficult if we are 
not willing to be more flexible. 
Parents cannot always leave their 
work sites to attend school activi- 
ties that are scheduled during the 
regular school day. In Involving 
the Famlies cfAt-Risk Youth in the 
Educational Process, the author 
attempts to offer some suggestions 
that might help change this. 

"A school in New Orleans that 
enrolls low-income, minority 
stuctents requires that parents pick 
up their children's itpon cards. 
But two mondis after report cards 
came out. 70 percent of them still 
haven't been claimed. Teachers 
assume that parents just don't 
care." 

Actually, parents do care - many 
of them just feel insecure in thdr 
abilities and need schools to reach 
out to them. If schocds would 
instruct parents on how to help 
their children succeed in schcwl and 
would create in-schooi programs 
that use parents' skills, author Lynn 
Balster Liontos predicts that 
parents would t^e the initiative in

The current 
group of women 65 and older tend 
not to be heavy drinkos. According 
to Nafional Center for Health 
Statistics (NCHS) figures, just over 
two percent of women 65-plus re- 
port drinking five or more drinks a 
day at least five times during the 
past year. 



Many health professionals are 
more concerned about the older 
women of tomorrow. Drinking is 
more socially accepted by the next 
generation of women (45 to 64) 
who will be the older women of 
tomorrow.

As a 
result, drinking affects older people 
more strongly and for a longer pe- 
riod of time. 

Many older people who drink 
also run the risk of experiencing 
health problems due to the alcohol's 
reaction with medications they are 
taking. Alcohol is a drug. Just one 
to two drinks when combined with 
some common medicines (including 
high blood pressure pills) can cause 
problems. 

Among the drugs that can cause 
serious problems when taken with 
alcohol are tranquilizers (Valium, 
Librium, Miltown, Mellaril), 
barbituates (phenobarbital), pain 
killers (Darvon, Demerol) and anti- 
histamines (both prescription and 
over-the-counter versions). The 
problems include dangerous effects 
on people's judgment, reaction 
time, cowdination and alertness. 

While heavy alcohol consump- 
ti(Hi is associated with many health 
conditions - including liver disease, 
memory loss and depression - the 
biggest problem for older people is 
the increased number of accidents 
that occur due to intoxication.

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Electoral system changes?

What started out in the '80s as an 
eflfort ID simply ledraw the bcHough 
boundary lines to create mote equal 
representation in the various bor- 
oughs, has turned out to be not so 
simple after all. 

City Attwney Leslie L. Lilley. 
who is looking into the legal rami- 
fications of changing the city's 
electoral system, said that it isn't 
just a question of redrawing lines. 
Whatever chmges are made must 
conform to state and federal law, 
more specifically to the Voting 
Rights Act. Also, although the 
pn^msed changes have be«i lefened 
to as redistricting, they arc really 
changes in the electoral plan, Lilley 
said. 

Where previous proposals have 
listed as many as eight districts - 
Virginia Beach has seven bor- 
oughs/districts now - a study made 
by Norfolk State University evalu-. 
ates proposals for 10, 12 and 13 
districts. 

The $1,000 NSU study shows 
how a district could be carved out at 
the city which would have 43,437 
percent black residents. The district 
extends firom the NorfolkA^irginia 
Beach city line to Shore Drive 
roughly weaving north and south of 
Virginia Be^h Boulevard. 

Because Virginia Beach has no 
high concentrations of blacks in 
any part of the city, the districts 
would have to be decreased in 
population size to contain a higher 
portion of blacks. Therefore, there 
would have to be a greater number 
of districts. 

Bemaitl Holmes, attorney for the 
NAACP (National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple), said that if other minorities in 
the city (Hispanics and Asian 
Americans were lumped in with the 
blacks the district would have ap- 
proximately 50 percent minority 
residents. 

However, although the NSU re- 
port included figures on other mi- 
norities, for all practical purposes 
the proposals were made with 
blacks in mind since they are far 
more numerous than other minori- 
ties. 

The NSU figures show that with 
the city divided into 10 districts, the 
district with the highest concentra- 
tion of blacks would have 38.34 
percent blacks. Twelve districts 
would enable the city to have one 
district with 42.27 percent black 
residents. 

In the 13-district plan, the popu- 
lation in each district would vary 
from 28,887 to 31,643; in the 12 
district plan, from 31,219 to 
34,267, and in the 10-district plan, 
from 37,956 to 40,839. 

Following a work tes- 

tion last v/oek, council instructed 
the staff to return in 60 days with 
information necessary for council to 
make a decision. 

The city's present plan is an at- 
large plan because all the voters are 
permitted to vote for all the council 
members - those from the seven 
boroughs, the three at-large mem- 
bers and the mayor. 

The Council of Civic Organiza- 
tion (CCO) has presented a plan 
which would establish a ward sys- 
tem in the city - seven boroughs 
where the representatives of the 
seven boroughs would be elected 
only by the voters in that the bm- 
ough, with three members still 
elected at-large and the mayor also 
elected at-large. The CCO also 
supports redrawing the borough 
lines so that each borough would 
have approximately equal popula- 
tions. 

Maury Jackson, CCO chairman, 
told council that the CCO still 
supports the plan which was pre- 
sented last Septembei. He added that 
council is no further along in de- 
vek^ing a plan that it was then. 

Lilley said that under the Virginia 
Constitition, localities with a ward 
system must redistrict each 10 
years. 

Exc^t for a change to a directly- 
elected mayor, the Virginia Beach 
plan is the same plan adopted in 
1966, which survived one chiallenge 
in 1967. The United Sutes 
Siqirenw Court aflirmed the pUm. 

Hie 7-4 plan, as it is cdled, suc- 
ce^led the interim borough fona of 
government which served the new 
city of Virginia Beach afto' it was 
fmned in 1963 by the merging of 
Princess Aime County and die fw- 
mcr city of Virginia Be^h. 

Only two studies pn^xxsing revi- 
sions to the 7-4 plan have been 
made since one in OcuAxt, 1985 
which recommoided a nine-meinber 
council with all nwmben of oxin- 
cil. except the mayor, satisfying 
residence requirements tied to 
newly-drawn boroughs of equal 
p(^iiiati<xi with members continu- 
ing to be dected by all tte votm, 
aai a directly-ebcied nta)W with a 
foiff-year term; and a 1990 rqxwt of 
the Mayor's CommittM fw Reap- 
pottkomatt which rectwuneoded ffli 



11-member Council in a combined 
ward and at-laige electoral syst»n. 
The CCO recommendiOicMis closely 
follows the committee's 
recommendation. 

With the possibility of directly- 
elected School Boards, any decisioi^ 
made by the city could affect the 
electcial plan for the School Board. 

Baiic requirements of 
U.S. law are based on one-pa- 
son/one votc'equal representation, 
and the prohibition of racial dis- 
crimination. 

Councilman Linwood Branch 
asked how an at-bffge systwn couU 
be seen as nopfair. 



Where minfflities are conconed, 
Lilley said, an at-large system 
would result in the minority's los- 
ing strength. He said that he has 
heard that it was not possible to 
create a minority district (in Vir- 
ginia Beach) but that he is not sure 
it's true. He said that an at-large 
system from an acadonic viewpoint 
is always suspect 

On the five questions on pro- 
posed changes in council elections 
voted on by the previous City 
Council, Branch concluded, "then it 
was more of an opinion poll."

Seven-day deer, liog hunt 
to begin on Oct. 17; Oniy 62 
hunters per day will be allowed 



Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge will hold a seven-day hunt 
for white-tailed deer and feral hogs, 
beginning on Saturday, Oct. 10 and 
concluding on Saturday, Oct 17. 

The first day of die hunt will be 
limited to bow hunting, and the 
remaining six days will be qien to 
shotgun hunting. 

No hunting will take place on 
Sunday, Oct 11. Refuge manager, 
Andiony D. Leger, said diat the 
refuge hunts, which have been held 
annually since 1986, are held to re- 
duce the ov»-populaied herd. 

Hunting will once again take 
place on 2,007 acres of refuge 
lands, contained within several pre- 
determined zones. Habitat to be 
hunted will include marsh, forest- 
lands and fields. All hunting will be 
in accordance widi state regulations 
and bag limits and is subject to ad- 
ditional refuge-q)ecific regulaticms. 

A total of 62 hunters per day will 
be issued permits to participate in 
the hunt. Reservations for hunt 
days and zones will be on a com- 
puter lottery basis. This year, a 
special lottery will be held to ac- 
commodate an additional two non- 
ambulatory hunters per day. 

Hunters must submit an applica- 
tion form postmarked no later dian 
Saturday, Sept 12 to be eligible for 
the lottery. Applications ami hanla 
infwmation inckets will be avail- 
able from die refuge beginning Au- 
gust 1. 

The lottery will be held on Mon- 
day, Sept 21 at 10 a.m. at the 
refuge headquarters and will be open 
to die public. A list will be posted 
at die Visitor Contact Station and 
all selected hunters will be notified 
by mail. Each refine hunter will be 
charged a $10 cost recovery fee. to 
be paid on die day of die hunt

hunting slots available in 1991. 
During die last year's seven-day 
season, hunters harvested 55 deer, 
IS does and 40 bucks. The overall 
hunter success rate was 18 percent 
which doubled die previous year's 
nine percent. Fourteen feral hogs 
were also taken, an increase of 13 
from 1990. 

According to Leger, the hunt 
provides an opportunity to manage 
wildlife populations, as well as 
providing wildlife-oriented recre- 
ational opportunities in die Vir- 
ginia Beach area. 

Currendy, die refuge also pro- 
vides opportunities for bird watch- 
ing, photography, hiking, bicy- 
cling, fishing, nature study and 
participation in educational pro- 
grams. The qieration of diis hunt 
serves a wildlife-oriented public diat 
has traditionally supported the 
management of National Wildlife 
Refuges and odiex public lands.

More ways to 
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Beach has arson "probler 



April to June, 50 
fires set; any 
age can do it

"Most of the area residents don't 
realize we do have an arson problem 
in the city of Virginia Beach, and 
the demogr^hics of an arsonist re- 
ally range &x>ni an early age up to 
any age," said Larry B. Mclnnis, 
Virginia Beach Fire Department 
battalion chief in the fire prevention 
unit. 

The $1.6 million home of Josq)h 
and Judy Houska of Birdneck Point 
is a recent example of arson. The 
Houskas were not at home when 



their two-story, five-bedroom house 
on Mockingbird Place was set on 
fire. Mclnnis said that the investi- 
gation team has a suspect, but de- 
clined to comment further on the 
specific caise. 

In April, May and June, there 
were a total of SO arson fires in 
Virginia Beach, with property loss 
totaled at $234,780. 

These fires included homes, mo- 
tor vehicles, commercial property 
and other structures. 

"In a declining economy, where a 
lot of people get behind in a lot of 
payments, particularly a car, it is 
typical that a person would set fire 
to the car and get the insurance 
company to pay for it," said Mcln- 
nis. 

Another frequent case, he said, is 
a remodeling fire, which is very

difficult to prove. This includes 
damage to kitchen cabinets and ma- 
jor appliances, and smoke damage 
to the house.

"Studies have shown that a 
housewife who would like to have 
her kitchen remodeled could 
dehberately let a pan of grease catch 
on fire, and monitor the progress of 
the fire," he said. The housewife 
would then call the fire department 
before extreme damage is done to 
the house, allowing a remodeled 
kitchen to be paid for by the insur- 
ance company, if she is not caught. 

Children are also capable of de- 
liberately setting fires, as early as 
age 8, or sometimes younger, de- 
pending on the child's situation, 
Mclnnis said. 

"We do have a juvenile firestarter 
problem in our city," said Mclnnis. 

He said children from broken 
homes, where few adults come into 
the house, may set the bed on fire 
where the person may sleep. 

In a recent case, juveniles set fire 
to another child's house simply be- 
cause they did not like him, Mcln- 



nis said. 

"A juvenile fire is not always 
catagorized as arson," said Mclnnis. 
"It depends on age and motivation 
ofstarting the fire." 

For adults, however, arson is 
considered a felony, and the seri- 
ousness of the penalty depends on 
what the person set fire to. 

For example, if the arsonist set a 
hotel on fire at night, killing one 
person, he could be sentenced to life

in prison if he was found guilty. 

"In a typical case, if someone 
proven to set fire to a car for fraud 
purposes could get five years in 
prison," said Mclnnis. "Even sen- 
tences assigned by a judge, most 
sentences are reduced because of 
lack of previous criminal behavior 
or it is plea bargained down to a 
lesser charge."

Recreational Autliorlty would 
help city finance some projects 

If city creates 
one, it would be 
the state's first

If the Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil decides to have a Recreational 
Facilities Authority, the city will 
be the first in Virginia to have one. 

The authority would provide the 
city with greater flexibility in fi- 
nancing and operating projects, 
without contributing to the charter 
debt of the city. 

A report weighing the pros and 
cons of establishing such an 
authority was presented by Budget 
Director Dean Block last week. The 
report gives council no specific 
recommendations on whether or not 
to have an authority but says an 
authority may be one tool to help 
reach goals for the construction of 
various recreational amenities. 

The next step is a public hearing 
required by state law. 
Councilmember Robert K. Dean 
said he had a number of questions 
because most of the projects would 
probably be located in the borough 
he represents. Princess Anne. 

The creation of such an authority 
was suggested in the new Compre- 
hensive Land Use Plan, which es- 
tablished a "transitional zone" in an 
area of the city south of the Green 
Line, Transition Area III. The in- 



tention of the zone is to limit resi- 
dential development in the southern 
area of the city, which is chiefly 
agricultural, while allowing the area 
to conuibute to the city's economic 
future, providing property owners 
with choices for using their land 
and providing recreation amenities 
to city residents which improve the 
quality of Ufe. 

Development of Transition Zone 
property places an emphasis on 
tourism development with such 
amenities as golf courses. Just re- 
cently a development centered 
around a golf course with three-acre 
homesites was approved by City 
Council. 

The Virginia Code allows locali- 
ties to estabhsh an authority which 
can undertake a wide variety of 
recreation facility projects, the re- 
port points out. 

The authority can be a financing 
and operating mechanism for the 
projects and allows localities greater 
fiexibility in constructing and 
operating certain types of public 
facilities. 

The authority would 

have the power to issue bonds sup- 
ported by project revenues, grants 
and contracts with the city, state or 
federal government or mortgages on 
property or projects of the authw- 
ity. 
The city is also empowered to

"I know it is not fashionable to talk 
about moral values, but we need to do 
it Even though our cultural leaders in 
Hollywood, network TV, the national 
newspapers routinely jeer at them, I 
think that most of us in this room 
know that some things are good, and 
other things are wrong. Now it's time 
to make the discussion public. 

"It's time to talk again about fam- 
ily, hard woric, integrity and personal 
responsibility. We cannot be embar- 
rassed out of our belief that two par- 
ents, married together, are better in 



most cases for children than one. 
Hiat honest woik is better than hand- 
outs - or crime. That we are our 
brother's ksepas. That it's worth 
making an effort, even when rewards 
aren't immediate." 

This speech was ridiculed by per- 
formers and media across the coun- 
try. However, according to Dr. James 
Dobson, president of Colorado-based 
Focus on tlte Family, it was more the 
press than the people who did the 
ridiculing. In fact, in Texas, the//ouj- 
ton Post hosted a call-in poll on die 
subject. There were 10,387 for the 
vicepresidentand 1,866 against him. 

The public was made aware of one 
sentence in the entire speech - the rest 
of it was ignored. The reaction to it 
by the media was disappointing but 
no surprise. The reaction to it by the 
public, however, was encouraging. 
In spite of the television and the movie 
industry downplaying the importance 
of a strong family, I believe America 
still recognizes die importance of 
children being raised by a mother and 
a father. 

Unfortunately, diis is becoming less 
and lessof diecasein today's society, 
but it should still be die ideal. Statis- 
tically, it is proven that children grow 
up with better self-esteem and secu- 
rity when raised in a traditional fam- 
ily setting. 

With all the problems around the 
world, there is enough bad news to 
report When a man stands up for 
vsdues and die fanrily, he shtnftfbe 
supported for it instead of beinfcriti- 
cized nationwide.

City Hall cafe 
gets a makeover 

Walls now wear "cafeteria tan"

"What do you want me to do?" 
"It's up to you," he said. "There 
are no stipulations?" "Well, just 
remember that people do have to 
eat here." 

Those were the famous last 
words of Chuck Davis, the city's 
assistant director of general 
services, as he passed the torch 
for remodeling the cafeteria to 
Neal Caldwell, painting 
supervisor. 

The cafeteria, the previous 
eyesore located on the second 
floor in the Operations Building 
at the Municipal Center Com- 
plex, has now been remodeled to 
provide a more pleasaiit looking 
atmosphere where employees can 
go to enjoy taking a break. 

Painters, carpenters, and elec- 
trical, heating and air condition- 
ing crews worked evenings to 
remodel the cafetoia so employ- 
ees would not be disturbed during 
their lunch break. It took 189 
hours for painters, 25 hours for 



carpenters, and six hours for 
electrical, heating and air condi- 
tioning professionals to finish 
the job. The crew worked dili- 
genUy to keep the cost to a min- 
imum although quality was not 
overlooked in the process. The 
total cost for everything was less 
than $3,500, including both labor 
and materials. 

According to Caldwell, the 
walls now wear "cafeteria tan." 
Ivory, blue, grey and mauve 
bands, four of the most popular 
colors in 1991. also scale the 
wall. Added dimensions to the 
cafeteria include moveable plant 
boxes, new menu items and 
smoking and non-smoking sec- 
tions for employees. 

The makeover wais a success 
because everyone involved in the 
remodeling took such great pride 
in their efforts. It is now hoped 
that respect from the employees 
and visitors will carry ovet into 
caring for the cafeteria in the fu- 
ture.

Arson is a problem in the city 
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running toward the fire," said 
Mclnnis. Firefighters arriving on 
the scene also check for color and 
intensity of the smoke and flames, 
and any "usual" odors. 

If suspicious characteristics are 
found, an investigator is called. 
Some telltale signs often include 
finding flammable liquids stCHtd in 
unusual places or in multiple 
places. 

"Gasoline is not usually stCHed in 
a bedroom," said Mclnnis. Other 
signs of arson are sometimes what 



is not found at the place of the fire's 
origin, such as no lighting and no 
electrical ^ipliances or wires. 

Arson investigations are primar- 
ily handled by the fue dq)utment, 
unless a person dks. Then, because 
it is rul»l a homicide, the police 
become involved. 

"Unfortunately, arson for profit is 
alive and well in our city, and we're 
doing as much as we can in our 
court system and fmensic scioices," 
said Mclnnis. "But it is still the 
toughest case to solve because 
much of the evidence is often de- 
stroyed in the fire. And sometimes, 
you just get lucky."

Authority would be state's first 
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transfer property, enter into 
contracts and make apfffopiations 
to provide funds for the authority. 

The law presents a number of 
choices on the make-up of the au- 
thority. The authmty can have five 
to 17 members and employees and 
officials of the city may constitute 
a majority of the commission, but 
may not make up its entire mem- 
boship. 

Debt issued tfuough the authority 
would not be rated as highly as the 
city's general obligation charter 
debt, and so would have higher in- 
terest rates. 

The authority also is not permit- 
ted undo* state law to levy a tax or 
exercise the power of eminent do- 
main. In discussing an authc^ty 
prior to the General Assembly en- 



abling legisJiBtion approval, coun- 
cilmembers saw as the chief draw- 
backs, an authority's powo' to levy 
taxes. Hie feeling was that only 
council, an elected body, should 
have that power, and the power of 
eminent domain, that is, the 
authwity, would have the power to 
condemn property. Both these fea- 
tures were excluded from the state 
legislation. 

Among the disadvantages listed 
intherqxKtwere: 

• Referenda are not necessury for 
selected projects and the existence 
of an audiority tends to decentralize 
debt management regardless of 
membership structure, and it can be 
viewed as another level of govern- 
ment. 

On the other hand, an authority 
can improve the acceptability of 
some funding approaches.

Providers 
are real

'Get up! Get showered, get 
dressed. Dress the kids, eat on Uie 
way out the door and we're off to 
daycare! 

Mornings can be hard work even 
before the real day begins. 

But the daily transition from the 
rush of home to the day care setting 
can be eased if the parent and the 
care-giver are able to woric togetho^ 
to create a sense of stable consis- 
tency between home and day care 
for the child. There are certain ex- 
pectations parents should have of 
their day care provider. As well, 
there are certain expectation of par- 
ents. 

Remember that child care 
providers are real people with real 
feelings doing a real job for real in- 
come. Although a close family-like 
relationship may develop between 
provider and parent, make no mis- 
take that child care is a business. A 
certain level of professionalism 
must be maintained in order to as- 
sure that there are clear expectations 
by parents and providers alike. 

In working on behalf of your 
child, you should expect the 
following things from your 
I»ovider 

• Open and frequent feedback 
about your child's day and develop- 
ment. An open exchange of ques- 
tions and noted behavior changes or 
coicems should be shared. 

• An open door to the center to 
the provider's home anytime. Par- 
ents should be notified and have 
given permission for field trips 
away from the general vicinity. 
Safety seats or seat belts should be 
used when transporting. 

• A safe environment free from 
hazards allowing child-centered ex- 
ploration. 

• A willingness to work with 
the parent on particular problems on 
limitations eqiecially on develop- 
ment patterns such as toileting, 
food habits, manners, and television 
viewing. 

• Advance notice of any changes 
in scheduled care, particularly in 
termination of care. 

• A non-judgmental attitude 
abo ut family customs, work sched- 
ules or parenBhg style. A coopera- 
tive spmt„fQr the benefit of the 
child is much more productive. 

• A trust diat other adults inter- 
acting with the children are super- 
vised, trustworthy, well trained in 
the needs of children. 

• A positive stimulating envi- 
ronmrat where the child is allowed 
to question, investigate, and nutke 
choices in an effort to teach life 
skills and enhance self-esteem. 

To benefit the child, thne are 
several equally important 
consido^ons for pa^ts. 

• An agreement between the 
care-giver and die parent about ex- 
pectations in scheduling, payment 
of fees and vacation time. 

• When difficulties or 
misunderstanding arise, a willing- 
ness to ask questions until all facts 
are collected. Maintain open and 
constructive communication. 

• A willingness to discuss the 
child, the child's routines, activi- 
ties, and preferences to provide the 
care-giver with a basis to undo^tand 
the child's needs. 

• Plenty of notice if there will 
be a change in care so that the 
provider may fill the vacant spot 
with another child.

Police seeking

Billboard zoning raises questions 

Council discusses 
location change 
in a use permit

City Council has decided to ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court a decision 
of the Board of Zoning Appeals 
(BZA) which allows a billboard 
owner to transfer his conditional 
use permit for a billboard from one 
site to another. 

Edwin B. Lindsley, Jr. offered a 
counter proposal which would 
eliminate the number of signs on 
the billboards from four to three, 
saying that by accepting his pro- 
posal the city would save the tax- 
payers' money in a court fight 

But council members apparently 
believe the BZA was overstepping 
its authority and that if a use permit 
could be transferred from one site to 
another for billboards, the same 
thing could happen in the case of 
other use permits. 

Lindsley was granted a use permit 
by City Council in 1970 to build 
two billboards along the Virginia 
Beach/Norfolk Expressway. The 
billboards were built in 1972 by 
Leigh Ansell and his partner, Frank 
Buder, who owned the property at 
the time. Ansell conveyed back a 
portion of the property to Lindsley 
in 1978 and included otk of the two 
billboards built in the sale of the 
parcel. Lindsley's billboard was at- 
tached to Ansell's billboard. 

According to the city staff, 
Lindsley now claims the two bill- 
boards constitute one sign and he 
should be allowed to transfer the 
use permit to another parcel for the 
construction of a second billboaid. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley, rep- 
resenting the zoning administrator, 
opposed the application on the 
grounds that the BZA did not have 
the jurisdiction under the Virginia 
Code w the City Code to transfer 
conditional use permits granted by 
City Council to other zoning tots. 

On July 15, the BZA granted 
Lindsley's request to transfer the 
conditional use permit from a parcel

located on the north side of Morris 
Avenue near its eastern end with the 
Virginia Beach/Norfolk Expressway 
in the Kempsville Borough to an- 
other parcel located on the south 

side of Katie Brown Drive near the 
end of the Expressway. 

William B. Smith, a lawyer rep- 
resenting Lindsley, maintained the 
state gave the BZA (a body ap- 
pointed by the Circuit Court), the 
authority to grant the variance. He 
said the compromise offered by 
Lindsley would reduce the faces on 
two signs from four to three. 

The city's zoning ordinances out- 
law all new billboards, but the ex- 
isting billboards are allowed to re- 
main. 

A number of speakers 

came out in support of the billboard 
ordinance and the city's authority in 
granting use permits. 

Among those who backed the 
city were Pat Brydges, a landscape 
architect long active in beautifica- 
tion efforts at the Beach; Jeffrey 
Beaton, attorney for the Virginia 
Beach Anti-Billboard Coalition; 
Less FenlcHi, chairman of the Great 
Neck Association of Civic Leagues; 
Maurice Jackson, president of the 
Council of Civic Organizations; 
Rae LeSesne, chairman of the Citi- 
zens Action Coalition and Lou 
Pace, a resi(knt of Hunt Club For- 
est and a fonner Council candidate. 

Beaton said there is a ridiculous- 
ness in the number and amount of 
vsiances.

Jackson said billboards are a 
detriment to any first class city and 
no appointed board has the right to 
abort Council's position, a legisla- 
tive body elected by the people. 

LeSesne said he was in favor of 
enforcing the city's ordinances and 
Pace said people should be stopped 
from going around Council. 

Lindlsey had his supporters also. 
Among them was Councilmember 
Robert W. Clybum, who cast the 
only vote against the appeal. He 
said he is on record as upholding 
ordinances, but die taxpayers will 
have to pay the cost of appeal. He 
said that he was totally humiliated 
by an editorial that castigated 
Council for not providing sanitary 
conditions for one neighborhood. If 
the city does not have enough 
money to correct that situation, he 
said, it has no business spending 
money on an appeal. 

Jerry Mack Douglas, Jr., an at- 
torney for Lindsley said the city 
was nristaken in believing that the 
same thing could happen in the case 
of use permits for borrow pits. He 
said that the section of the ordi- 
nances in question deals only with 
signs. 

Roy B. Martin, III, also speaking 
on behalf of Lindsley, said that the 
individual has to stand up for his 
rights. He said that the compromise 
- two signs where the doubleback 
signs are now located and one sign 
moved up the street would be no 
more offensive than if the currents 
structure were not relocated. 

James S. Fant said that billboard 
owners are constantly resuicted by 
groups who are not in favor of 
signs. "All this time and trouble 
comes down to oik billboard. No 
wonder government doesn't work." 

James M. Beverly said that 
"billboards have never offended 
me." 

Sue Carlisle, supporting Coun- 
cil, sakl she did "not mind your us- 
ing my taxes to fight this."

After dealing, unsuccessfully, 
with die property owner about an 
unauthorized fill site on his home- 
site at 1112 Michaelwood Drive, 
the city staff has turned over the 
case to die City Attorney's Office. 

But residents who border both 
sides of Hebden Cove think die city 
dawdled too long and that damage 
has already been done to the creek 
which runs into the Lynnhaven. 

City Engineer Arthur Shaw said 
the owner, Robert D. Friedman, 
was in violation of both the city 
ordinance and the city's Chesapeake 
Bay Preservation Ordinance. 

The situation was created when 
Friedman, in a request written on 
April 20 of this year, asked the 
LMR Construction Company to 
dump fill on the lot where his 
home, valued in the area of 
$250,000, is located. 

In die request, he assumed "all 
obligations to obtain any required 
permits and to comply with any re- 
quired ordinances or statutes," and 
held harmless "LMR Construction 
Company or any agent thereof and 
die City of Virginia Beach against 
any claims for die placement of the 
fill on my property and or damage 
resulting therefrom." 

The only problem was Friedman 
failed to get the permits. 

The location of the Michaelwood 
Drive site was handy for LMR be- 
cause die company was construct- 
ing die Lynnwood/Michaelwood 
sewerage and water facilities under 
contract widi the city. 

TTie dumping started on May 19, 
according to James Mathews, of 
1033 Brierwood Drive, and so did 
the complaints of die residents lin- 
ing the creek on both sides. 

Mathews said his backyard goes 
down to the creek and is opposite 
the Michaelwood Drive fill site. He 
said die silt has been escaping into 
waterway. It is a fine material he 
said, which was put in years ago to 
make up die roadway which was 
dug up for the utilities construc- 
tion. He said it looks like crushed 
rock. He said the dumping went on 
for two-ffitd-a-half weeks before the 
city gm into die act He said diat ht 
knows diat 100 truck \oaA& of die 
material was dumped there, and 
guests diat dKre was more. 



"I am indignant diat someone has 
the audacity lo dump (there)," he 
said. 

Shaw, in a report to Council last 
week, said the city staff made an 
initial assumption that Friedman 
was innocent by reason of his 
ignonanct of die city's requirements. 

But in trying to resolve the 
problem, die city received little co- 
operadon from Friedman. 

Councilmember James W. Bra- 
zier, Lynnhaven Borough represen- 
tative, said that he suspected LMR 
knew better dian diat. He had an 
opportunity to dump fill near die 
project." Disposing of the fill is a 
responsibility of die contactor un- 
der the city's contract widi LMR. 

He said Friedman diought he was 
going to get a couple of truckloads 
of dirt when, in fact, he was going 
to get die modier lode."

Brazier said diis is die first time a 
Chesapeake Bay Preservation Ordi- 
nance violadon was not worked out 
direcdy widi the persons involved.

sicxi and sediment ccxilrols. 

A cease and desist order was 
served to the property owner on 
Thursday, May 28 indicating sec- 
tions of the ordinances that were 
violated and providing two c^cms 
to correct die violaticm: removal of 
all fill material and dM restoration 
of die entire disturbed area, or seek 
afler-dic-f%:t authcxization duough

While it may seem to some that 
the Lake Gaston Project will newr 
be completed, progress is being 
made. Last February, the Fourth 
Circuit Court of Appeals ovw- 
tumed an injunction obtained by 
Nwth 
Carolina, 
{neventing 
construction 
of two critical 
path compo- 
nents of the 
Lake Gaston 
Project. 
North 
Carolina did 
not appeal the 
loss to the 
Supreme 
Court, and the 
Fourth 
Circuit's 
ruling is now 

final. In 

March, 
Virginia Beach City Council 
authorized the staff to begin 
construction of the two critical path 
projects, which will save 12 to 18 
months of construction time once 
the city obtains the fmal ai^roval 
for the project from the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission 
(FERC). 

Contract B-1, for six overhead 
river crossings, was awarded to 
McLean Connecting Company in 
April of this year for $3.5 million. 
Three lest piles were driven at the 
Meherrin and Nottoway Rivers in 
July. The test results will confirm 
design criteria used in the design of 
the foundations supporting the 
large concrete river crossing 
structures and the 60-inch pipeline. 
Test results have been favorable to 
date. 

The Nottoway River crossing 
will use existing concrete piers and 
structures which remained after the 
railroad tracks were removed. 
(Much of the pipeline right-of-way 
is a former rail line which was 
aban(k)ned in 1979). The contractor 
has started repairing cosmetic 
cracks in the concrete structures at 
this location. McLean Contracting 
has completed approximately one 
percent of the work. 

Contract D-1 , for the pump 
station, intakes, two miles of 
pipeline, and^pport/japilities, was 
awarded to Crowder Construction 
Company in June for $1 1.4 million. 
This contract has been divided into 
two phases.

same time. The rest 

of the project would 

be completed ap- 
proximately 2 to 2i 
years, thereafter. 

An agreement for Phase A has 
been executed in the amount of 
$2.8 million to construct the 
underground and foundation 
portion of the pump station. Phase 
B is for the remaining portions of 
the pump station and will be 
postponed until the FERC approval 
is obtained. 

A notice-to-proceed was issued 
and a pre-construction conference 
was conducted in July. The 
contractor is expected to be on site 
to begin clearing and site prepara- 
tion during the first week of 
August 

At this time, the city is waiting 
for a ruling from the Department of 
Commerce as to whether or not 
North Carolina can use the Coastal 
Zone Management Act to block the 
FERC approval. The Department of 
Commerce held a public hearing on 
June 13 to receive comments from 
the public concerning this issue. 

Virginia Beach and southeast 
Virginia were well represented, and 

1 believe we got our message 
through. Virginia Beach hopes to 
have a favorable decision from the 
Department of Commerce some 
time this year. When this happens, 
approval by the FERC should 
follow. 

If all goes well, the final FERC 
an)roval and the two critical path 
construction projects would be 
contemplated at approximately the 
same time. The rest of the project 
would be completed approximately 

2 to 2i years, thereafter.

Now, I find it incredible that our 
leaders do not understand this simple 
premise of budget balancing.

A senior in high school in 1983. 
L. Dale Garrison, the son of George 
W. and Suellen Garrison of Vir- 
ginia Beach, felt he had the whole 
world ahead of him. But less than 
two year later, Garrison realized that 
the local job market was failing in 
his hometown of Belmont, Ohio, 
and he was going nowhere fast. 

So, in January of 1985, Garrison 
took a chance and joined the mili- 
tary. "It's really funny I'm in the 
Navy today because my first stop 
was at the Air Force recruiting of- 
fice," the 27-year-old Navyman re- 
called. "I remember waiting over a 
half-hour to speak with someone. I 
got up, walked out, and went 
around the comer to the Navy re- 
cruiter. The Navy offered me the 
exact opportunities I wanted - a 
steady income and a chance to see 
the world. Three days later I was in 
the Navy and on my way to basic 
training in Great Lakes, 111." 

Garrison spent his first five years 



in the Navy on the island of Guam, 
stationed aboard the ships USS Ni- 

agra Falls and USS Proteus. After 
returning to the United States, he 
was assigned to the Navy Cargo 
Handling and Port Group located in 
Williamsburg. 

A boatswain's mate second class. 
Garrison acquired the skills needed 
to supervise the maintenance of 
ships and the catering for and han- 
dling of deck equipment and small 
boats. 

He's spent his last two years 
working as an instructor at the 
Navy Cargo Handling and Port 
Group (NAVCHAPGRU). 
NAVCHAPGRU provides mobile 
logistics support to forces assigned 
to its area of operation. 

"As a hatch captain, I supervise 
the safe offload and backload of 
military equipment," he explained. 
"My crew is the first to offload 
support equipment such as food, 
fuel, ammunition and transportation 
equipment for front-line Marines." 

Though in constant support of 



the Navy's fleet in addition to 
civilian maritime ships. Garrison 
said the most memorable experi- 
ences of his career came during 
Desert Shield and Desert Storm 
Operations. NAVCHAPGRU was 
responsible for offloading virtually 
all the equipment and ammunition 
needed by the Marines in the Desert 
Storm theatre. Without the efforts 
of the cargo handlers, combat forces 
would have found themselves with- 
out supplies. 

Now, seven years and various 
tours later, Garrison finds himself 
heading back to where if all began - 
the Navy recruiter's office. This 
time. Garrison will be the man in 
uniform that a high school or col- 
lege graduate will look to for guid- 
ance and possibly a career in the 
Navy. 

"Taking this job as (a Navy re- 
cruiter) is an important stepping- 
stone for me," the 27-year-old sailor 
said. "I plan to make the Navy a 



TRICARE military health care 
program set to begin October 1 



TRICARE, the multi-service 
health care and benefits program for 
active duty military family mem- 
bers, retirees and their spouses, will 
be phased-in throughout the Tide- 
water area on October 1. 
, TRICARE, the acronym for TRI- 
service Coordinated Care, is an 
Army, Navy and Air Force program 
designed to centralize medical care 
and benefit services, while offering 
savings on out-of-pocket costs. 

TRICARE allows for the choice 
of several health care options to 
meet individual needs. 

There are no penalties for mili- 
tary health care beneficiaries who 
choose to continue using their ex- 
isting benefits and filing their own 
claims for Civilian Health and 



Medical Program of the Uniformed 
Services (CHAMPUS), or Medicare 
treatment. 

Those selecting TRICARE bene- 
fits from the advantage of at least a 
five percent reduction in out-of- 
pocket expenses for outpatient care. 
All paperwork associated with 
claims is prepared and filed for 
them. 

Beneficiaries are also offered their 
selection of referrals to an extensive 
netwOTk of pre-approved doctors. 

Those doctors have agreed to 
charge no more than standard 
CHAMPUS, in most cases fees are 
at a reduced amount. 

Supporting the approximately 
400,000 Tidewater area military 
health care beneficiaries are three 
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new TRICARE patient Service 
Centers which provide cenU'alized 
scheduling, referral and benefit in- 
formation services. 

The centers are located at, or near, 
McDonald Army Hospital at Fort 
Eustis, the 1st Medical Group 
Hospital at Langley Air Force Base 
and the Naval Hospital in 
Portsmouth. There are also 14 
clinics in the military health care 
network. 

These TRICARE Service Centers 
offer "one-stop-shopping" opportu- 
nities to: 

• Schedule individual patient 
appointments. 

• Coordinate care at either a 
military treatment facility, or by 
civilian providers in the TRICARE 
network.

Another option for beneficiaries, 
a Health Maintenance Organization 
(HMO) is currently being developed 
and is scheduled for individual or 
family enrollment in April of 1993.

As officers exited their vehicles, the driver of the suspect vehicle lev- 
elled and pointed a rifle at the officers. The officers had no choice and 
were faced to fire at the suspect in order to protect their lives. As a re- 
sult, the drivw of the suspect vehicle was shot by police and was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The suspect was identified as Robert W. Lyndon, 18, of the 1300 
block of Conifer. Court, Virginia Beach. Two juveniles were also in 
Lyndon's vehicle and were uninjured in the incident Because of their 
age, their identities will not be released. No police officer involved in 
the incident was injured. 

The case is being investigated by various members of the depart- 
ment's Investigative Division.

Overview of 
the problem 

While older Americans r^resent 
only 12 percent of the U.S. 
population, they consume 32 per- 
cent of all prescription drugs. 
That's more than 4000 million pre- 
scriptions at a cost of more Uian $9 
billion per year. By die year 2000, 
when diere will be 35 million older 
adults, older people are expected to 
account for more Uian half of all 
prescription drugs dispensed. 

Older peofHe are ako more likely 
to be taking a number of drugs at 
die same time, have complicated 
medication schedules and be heavy 
users of over-the-counter (OTC) 
medicines. All of Uiese factors - 
plus the fact that older people's 
metabolism can often increase w

Americans at special risk of prob- 
lems from medication. 

Drugs that are taken improperiy 
often have serious results. Con- 
sider Uiese figures: 

• One-sixth of all hospital ad- 
missions of people over 70 result 
from bad drug interactitms. 

• About 25 percent of die hos- 
pital admissions of older Americans 
result from taking prescriptions in- 
conecdy. 

• Nearly one-fourth of all 
nursing home admissions result 
from older adults being unable to 
take dieir medication properly. 

Improper medication can also 
cause older people to be disoriented, 
suffer memory loss or appear to be 
suffering from Alzheimer's disease. 

Knowledge, attitudes 
and beliefs 

A number of studies have re- 
vealed interesting insights into 
older peqile's compliance with pre- 
scription schedules: 

• The longer people take a 
prescription, die greater the chance 
Uiey will not take it as prescribed.

• Older people often put dieir 
drugs in containers other dian the 
original ones and later can't recog- 
nize die drugs or remember instruc- 
tions.

Before taking medications, make 
sure you know Uiat each of your 
prescriptions are for, how to take 
Uiem and what side effects you may 
experience. Here are some good 
questions to ask your doctors and 
pharmacists: 

• What is the brand name and 
generic name of the medicine? 

• What is it supposed to do? 
How often should 1 take it? How 
much should I take? How long 
should 1 take it? Can die prescrip- 
tion be refilled? 

• What foods or beverages 
should 1 take wiUi it? What foods, 
drinks or activities should I avoid? 



• What are die possible side 
effects (nausea, memory loss, high 
blood pressure, etc.)? What should 
I do if I have a bad reaction? How 
will diis medicine interact with the 
odier drugs I am taking (including 
over-the-counter medicines)? 

• What should I do if I miss or 
skip a dose? How can 1 best orga- 
nize my medicine schedule?

• How long should I wait be- 
fore reporting to my doctor if diere 
are no changes in my symptoms?
